1 
‘the law ngalost treason 1s no! to bo enforced, 
then let it at once be blotted from the statuté- 
book; for what could be a greater mockery 
of tho Legislative branch of the Government, 
by the Executive branch, than tho pardon of 
all those who bave taken part iu the most gi- 
cantic treason which the World bas ever wit 
nessed? We repeat, thai if tho punishment of 
death Js ever to bo inflicted for treason, by the 
Government of the United Slates, now is tho 
time. If itis not now just and oxpedient to 
tafilct that penalty, upon Jefferson Davis and 
his chief associates, a case never can arise in 
‘whieh It will be Just and oxpediont to inflict 
Jt, and that penalty should bo at once re- 
pealed. To bang up any Individual who 
should be guilty of treason In the future, after 
the pardon of all the autbors and leadors of 
this four years’ rebellion, would be to strain 
atagoat and swallow a camel, Butaro wo 
prepared to abolish tho penalty prescribed by 
law for treason?
